CARTHAGE, Mo., Jan. 29.—‘‘Big Jen- 
nie’’ Quinlan was brought here from 
Joplin last night by .the. Sheriff and 
lodged in jail on the charge of aiding 
and abetting the escape of John. Frank- 
lin and Teddy Daly, the penitentiary 
convicts who escaped from the custody 
of Deputy Sheriff Ezra Marquiss, two 
weeks ago. The officers are inclined to 
believe that she furnished the men tools 
to pick the lock of the handcuffs, and 
that she supplied them with money for 
their immediate needs. 

The arrest comes largely on account 
of a statement of Estel P. Butler, alias 
**Foot-and-a-half’’ Butler, made some 
days ago to a St. Louis newspaper man. 
In his statement tler, who was con- 
cerned in the crime with Daly and 
Franklin, says that Jennie Quinlan was 
interested in Daly, and alleged that» Po- 
liceman Brice was killed by Daly, not 
to conceal a burglary, but because of 
Daly’s jealousy. 

According to Prosecuting Attorney 
Andrews the woman arrested was al- 
lowed a long interview with Daly in 
Joplin on the day of his escape. 

Seen at the jail this morning, the 
woman would say nothing concerning 
the matter except that she was sur- 
prised at the arrest, and declared that 
“there’s nothing to it.’’ 

Everybody here is certain that there 
was a well-executed plot to aid the men 
to escapé, and it is generally believed 
that if she would Jennie Quinlan could 
tell where the convicts are.

Three Volleys Are Fired Over 
Grave Across the Po- 
tomac. 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—With § full 
military honors the body of the late 
Gen. Joseph Wheeler, a veteran of two 
wars, a former Representative in Con- 
gress and ae retired officer of -the 
United States Army, was laid at rest 
this afternoon in the National Cemetery 
at Arlington. The spot selected for his 
last repose lies on the grassy slope in 
front of and to the right of the his- 
toric Lee mansion, and is regarded as 
one of the most beautiful sites in the 
home of the soldier dead, as it over- 
looks the nation’s ‘capital across the Po- 
tomac. 

Homage was paid by the blue and by 
the gray. Veterans of the two conflicts 
in which Gen, Wheeler distinguished 
himself as a gallant soldier and a dash- 
ing cavalry leader, persona! friends, rep- 
resentatives of the two branches of 
Congress and citizens joined with the 
nation’s military in paying tribute to the 
dead General. The funeral cortege was 
@ most imposing one. 

A guard of honor, selected from the 
ranks of the Spanish War Veterans 
here, met the body on its arrival from 
Brooklyn last night, and escorted it to 
St. John’s Episcopal Church. It re- 
mained in charge of the casket during 
the night and was relieved this fore- 
noon by the regular army guard. St. 
John’s Church is at the corner of Six- 
teenth and H streets, Northwest, oppo- 
site Lafavette Square, and there from 10 
a.m. until 2 p. m. the body lay in state. 


Brief Services at Church. 

Very brief services were conducted at 
the church by the Rey. Dr. Roland C. 
Smith, rector of the church, and the 
Rev. Dr. Ernest Stires of St. Thomas’ 
Church, in New York, who conducted 


the funeral services held im?) New York 
yesterday and who accompanied the 
body to Washington top perfermr the 
last sad rites here. } 

When these services were concluded 
the solemn procession to the cemetery 
was started. First in line was the 
United States troops detailed by the 
War Department as the military es- 
cort. In the absence of an infantry or- 
ganization in the immediate vicinity of 
Washington, a battalion of engineers 
from Washington Barracks represented 
that branch of the service. A squadron 
of cavalry from Fort Meyer and the 
cavalry band and a battery of field ar- 
tillery also from Fort Meyer, completed 
the escort. With the cavalry was led a 
riderless horse, denoting that one of 
the country’s soldiers has been lost from 
the ranks. The body was borne on a 
caisson drawn by four horses and the 
casket was draped with the stars and 
strimes. 

Following the caisson came the vet- 
eran organizations, as follows: United 
Confederate Veterans’ Association of 
Washington, under command of John 
T. Callaghan, president; Grand Army of 
the Republic, commanded by Corp. Tan- 
ner, commander-in-chief; Spanish War 
Veterans, commanded by the. depart- 
ment commander, John L. Lewis; Com- 
pany A of Wheeler's Confederate Cav- 
alry of Atlanta, Ga., and the Army and 
Navy Union. These will be followed 
by the citizens.

Knocked Woman Down. 


Within an hour after the holdup of 
the station Harwood appeared near his 
home on Bigelow street and entered the 
residence of a Mrs. Montgomery, whom 
he knocked down with the butt of his 
revolver. 

Taking a shotgun and a revolver 
from this house, he barricaded himself 
in his own residence, a few doors far- 
ther on, and held off a squad of police- 
men who surrounded the house, , 

Suturday night he compelled his wife 
to disrobe and then drove her into the 
street, and Sunday morning he made an 
attempt on the life of his’ children. 
Chief Kennedy and all.of his officers 
held uv in the station were unarmed 
and at the mercy of their assailant. 

At 1 o'clock this morning Harwood 
suddenly appeared on the porch of his 
house, clad in-.his underwear, with a 
gun in each hand.

The Wagner Brewing Co. of Granite 
City is attempting to attach property 
in a saioon at 1216 North Eighth street, 
St. Louls, the value of the stock being 
estimated at $981.73.

An agreement was reached by which 
the brewery assumed control of the 
saloon, and a new license was taken 
out in the name of Ravitz’s son, the 
elder .Ravitz continuing to manage the 
place.

Rev. Thomas Dixon Says Black 
Man 4000 Years Behind 
White Race. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 29.—Racial hate was 
manifested in most virulent form in 
the Baptist Church of the Epiphany, at 
Madison avenue and Sixty-fourth street, 
yesterday, when the pastor, the Rev. 
Madison C. Peters; the Rev. Thomas 
Dixon Jr., the author of “‘The Clans- 
man,’ and several colored clergymen, 
supported by several prominent colored 
laymen, engaged in spirited discussion 
of the negro problem. 

At one stage of the debate the danger 
of a clash between whites and negroes 
was so great that the police was called 
in, and the Revy.-Dr. Peters announced 
that the next person interrupting the 
speakers would be arrested. The display 
of force quelled the disorderly, but to 
the end of the meeting half suppressed 
glamours of animosity spread through 
tne church. The police arrived just aft- 
er a band of Southerners in the rear 
of the church had excited the congrega- 
tion by vigorously sounding ‘‘the rebel 
yell.”” Once the Rev. Mr. Dixon was 
stopped in his address by one of the ne- 
gro preachers vehemently’ shouting 
“Shame!”’ 

Throughout the speaking the congre- 
gation was in an intense state of excite- 
ment, and more than once after the 
arrival of the police it seemed as if 4 
collision between the factions was in- 
evitable. 

The Rev. Mr. Dixon made one of his 
characteristic speeches, only that it was 
more vitriolic than any of the many 
public utterances he has made here- 
abouts since his play, ‘‘The Clansman,”’ 
has been on the boards in New York, 


Severe on Negro Women. 


The severest comment of the clergy- 
man, lecturer, novelist, playwright was 
that virtue in negro women was so rare 
that any consideration of it was fu- 
tile. Once, when quoting a previous 
speaker, the Rev. Mr. Dixon was called 
on ‘“‘to tell the truth.” His audience 
seemed to be evenly divided, one-half 
supporting him with an energy and fer- 
vor equal to that shown by the oppo- 
sition. As @ climax to his general con- 
demnation of the colored man he 
brought in direct reference to “The 
Clansman’”’ by asserting its historical 
accuracy. He avowed that if any in- 
cident in it could be disproved he would 
take the play off the boards. 

He wasted no time in getting into his 
subject, but without even a preliminary 
word struck out as follows: 

“The only solution of the negro prob- 
lem by which a race war within this 
century can be avoided is by a peace- 
ful and friendly colonization of the Af- 
rican. This has not been tried serious- 
ly. President Lincoln would have ac- 
complished this great task had he lived 
out his years. The negro is 4000 years 
behind the white race and he always 


will be so. 
“Half Devil and Half Child.” 


“And this thing, half devil and half 
child, is supposed to be your equal and 
actually claims that equality. He does 
not get it now, but 50 years from now 
60,000,000 negroes will claim their equal 
rights and will take them if they are 
refused. 

“When Mr. Ogden and Mr. Choate 
entertain negroes in their homes as so- 
cial equals it is humbug. They are 
fooling themselves and the public. Let 
the negro they seat at their tables dare 
to make love to their daughters and 
see how quickly they kick him down- 
stairs. Yet the right to love and wed

CLINTON, Io., Jan. 29.—The 


amazing part of the love entanglements 
of Clarence C. Hartman and his wife, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Hartman, and Miss 
Madie Powers, came in the courtroom 
at the hearing of the suit of Mrs. Hart- 
man against Miss Powers for alienation 
of Hartman’s affections. Miss Bowers 
entered no defense, and Mrs. Hartman 
after tearfully telling the story of her 
desertion, of the insults heaped upon 
her by Hartman, Miss Powers and the 
young woman's mother, was given a 
judgment for $2000. 

Miss Powers was, until this tangle of 
love became public, one of the popular 
teachers in the public schools. She has 
resigned and makes no denial of affec- 
tion for the man. who deserted his wife 
and two children. Whether Mrs. Hart- 
man will be able to collect her judgment 
or whether she will secure a divorce 
that the school teacher and the man 
whose love she has lost can become 
man and wife, are questions for the 
future. Hartman is now living at the 
Powers home. 

Few persons knew the trial was to be 
called, and those who heard the hand- 
some Mrs. Hartman testify were men 
in court on other duties. 
Hartman is a brunette of more 
than ordinary beauty. She appeared in 
the courtroom wearing a_ weli-fitting 
dress of brown and white that set off 
her beauty to splendid advantage. 


Faith in Her Husband. 
Mrs. Hartman testified that she and 
Hartman were married Nov. 26, 1896. 
They lived together happily until Feb. 


28, 1904. Two children were born to 
them, and not a cloud marred their hap- 
iness. Hartman became financially em- 
arrassed and suggested that Mrs. 
Hartman take the two children and go 
to the home of her mother in Youngs- 
town, O He gave as his reason for 
sending her away that it would be 
cheaper to support himself alone. 

Believing thoroughly in the love of 
her husband, as she had every reason 
to do. Mrs. Hartman agreed to _ the 
plan and went to -her home. It was with 
the understanding that when Hartman 
had saved enough money to pay his debt 
he would send for her and they would 
go back to housekesping. 

At that time Hartman was employed 
as a fireman on the Northwestern 
Railroad. After Mrs. Hartman had 
reached her home, letters were often 
exchanged.

If he does not, he not only violates his 
oath before the Court, but his obliga- 
tion to his God. 

“Many of us are like sponges,” said 
the son of America’s wealthiest man, 
when he began his remarks yesterday. 
“We ara inclined to soak up all the good 
that can get from the world and 
keep it to ourselves. We watch out 
with careful eye for the thing that will 
help us and selfishly enjoy the benefit 

the exclusion of others. We are like 
sponges. 

“It would be a much better principle 
to aid in the dissemination of gvod in- 
stead of trying to monopolize it. In- 
stead of being sponges we should be 
like a well, from which some good could 
be drawn. 

“It is right to look for the good in 
life, but it is wrong to keen others 
down when, by exercising a little gen- 
erosity of spirit, we could help them, A 
man has no right to expect protection 


“There are men who are 
out of life and whose great business 
interests are being protected at the 
expense of the community, who never 
think of giving any substantial return 
in good citizenship. The idea of their 
trying tc serve their city in an official 
capacity never occurs to them. They 
never think of running for an office 
in which they could be of service. Thev 
are content to allow others to hold 
the offices and give them the protection 
their great interests demand.’’ 

Pausing, as though to choose his 
words carefully, the young millionaire 
proceeded: 

“There are some men who are build- 
ing up tremendous business interests 
and whose one idea is to make their 
enterprises successful. They do not 
reckon with their God. They do not 
seek the spiritual guidance that is the 
one essential to ultimate succegs. I 
will say this to vou men,” and Mr. 
Rockefeller emphasized his words with 
a vigorous thrust of his index finger, 
“sooner or later such a man must 
come to his doom. No iman can disre- 
guard his God and expect success. 

‘The Bible says, ‘Pride goeth before 
destruction and a haughty spirit before 
a fail.’ A man must, in time, come to 
realize this. There is no escape. We 
must be truthful, honest and God-fear- 
ing. .Wickedness, deception and disre- 
gard for the rights of our fellowman 
will work out our bitter defeat.’’

While the plans have not 
completed, the building will have 74 
feet 9 inches on Broadway by 127 feet 
on Olive street and will be simflar in 
design and arrangement, it is under- 
stood, to the Chemical Building, the 
main entrance being on Olive street. 
Including the ground, the improve- 
ment will represent an investment ap- 
proximating $2,500,000. 

The site was acquired by the Monl- 
tary company, of which prog Ww right, 
parcels. The corner of 27 feet 7 inches 
frontage on Broadway was represented 
in the purchase. at $550,000, or about $19 
659 a front foot, and the inside of 47 feet 
7 inches frontage on Broadway at $3,- 
000, or about $6293 a front foot.

The price created a sensation. 

The northwest corner of Broadway and 
Olive street, owned by Mayor Wels, 
was afterward leased at the rate of 4 
per cent on a valuation of $750,000, or 
$27,000 a foot, for the Broadway fronrt- 
age of 2 feet, vindicating Mr. Wrighi’s 
judgment. 

The loan is about 50 per cent of the 
value of land and proposed improve- 
ment, and is considered one of the most 
desirable loans of this magnitude ever 
made in the city, being arranged by 
the Northwestern after the closest com- 
petition with other insurance compa- 
nies and large estates.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.— 
dred invitations will be issued 
wedding reception of Miss Alice Roose- 
velt and Representative Nicholas Long- 
worth. These will be in addition to 
those already sent out by the President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt. 

Various reports concerning the num- 
ber of wedding invitations have already 
been circulated, but it was learned 
definitely today that 700 cards were sent 
out last F'riday.. There will probably be 
another hundred issued, making the to- 
tal 800. 

In issuing the additional 1500 President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt are acceding to the 
demand which they know exists among 
their friends and the community gener- 
ally. These cards will be sent out with- 
in the next day or two and will go to 
persons who are not intimately ac- 
quainted with the President's family, 
but who are, nevertheless, held in much 
esteem. 

Miss Isabel Hagner, secretary to Mrs. 
Roosevelt, directed every one of the 700 
invitations and she will personally 
supervise all others that go out. In 
order that only those whom the Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt wished to come 
should receive wedding cards, the task 
of directing the envelopes was not as- 
signed to the clerks in the executive of- 
fices. The detail was given to Miss Hag- 
ner, thus limiting to one person the re- 
sponsibility for every card issued. 


Cards Carefully Censored. 
The invitations, admission cards and 
envelopes were delivered to her in pack- 


ages marked with the exact number of 
each. When they left Miss Hagner’s 
hands and were sent back to the offices 
for deliverv they were again tagged, 
showing the number so that no mistake 
or irregularity was possible. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, Miss Roosevelt and 
Miss Hagner made up the list of wed- 
ding guests. Aside from the members 
of the Cabinet, the Supreme Court and 
the diplomatic corps and a few members 
of Congress the entire list was confined 
to the families of the young people. 
Many persons believed that it would 
be possible to scent politics in the dis- 
tribution of these cards, but the only 
evidence of this was in the invitations 
to the entire New York delegation in 
Congress, which, it is believed, were 
sent at the specific direction of the Pres- 
ident himseif. 

In making out the list of guests to the 
wedding reception, the women of the 
household were assisted by the Presi- 
dent. who had many suggestions to 
make and who materially increased the 
original’ number planned. The White 
House and executive offices have been 
besieged ky souvenir fiends In search of 
cards to be added to collections. Every 
known device has been resorted to in 
order to gain possession of the coveted 
pasteboards, and even the watchmen 
have been approached with ali sorts of 
offers if only they would obtain a card 
for the souvenir hunter. 


Souvenir Hunters Folled. 
Promises never to tell where they got 
the cards have been given, but even if 


the attaches of the White House or 
executive offices had been inclined to 
favor these people it would have been 
impossible for them to comply with the 
requests, so carefully have the cards 
been guarded. The jeweler who does 
all the engraving for the White House 
has been swampéd with requests for a 
“form,’’ but all applicants were _ re- 
ferred to the White House, and no 
amount of persuasion would move him. 
Secretary Taft was much amused at 
the reports current relative to his al- 
leged princely gift of two large diamond 
pendants to Miss Roosevelt. The Secre- 
tary said he really had no ree ollection 
of having bought anything so handsome 
as was reported, and that he* would 
have been happy to have made such a 
valuable contribution to Miss Roose- 
velt’s gift collection.

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PROFANITY AND ITS PENALTY. 

All that President Stewart of the Police Board has 
said in rebuking the use of profane language by 
policemen is not only true, but timely. 

There have been occasions when police officers 
have used profane language publicly as a result 
of losing their tempers because of some trivial 
contradiction. Perhaps a number of people can 
remember having heard men in uniform swear when 
provoked by street boys and others who are some- 
times provoking to policemen. 

No off.cer of the police force should swear offi- 
cially. He ought to be “an officer and a gentle- 
man,” as the President of the Police Board says. 

But to fine an officer $90 for losing his temper in 
the Police Station, to take the necessaries of life 
from his family while he is actually ‘earning the 
money by work in the public service—is not the 
injustice in this worse than the profanity it pun- 
ishes ? 

It is certainly a gross injustice and it seems 
to be part of a system of imposing heavy fines for 
mere breaches of discipline. 

Why cannot zeal for reform be directed to the 
“weightier matters of the law,” while at the same 
time breaches of discipline are punishable in a way 
which will “make the punishment fit the crime?” 
Lawyers and surgeons see a good deal of pros- 
perity in the railway “killed and injured” statistics 
just issued by the Government.

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RIVER IMPROVEMENTS. 
The address of the Business Men’s League to the 
President on the improvement of the Mississippi 
is a clear and convincing document. 

The argument that water transit regulates rail 
rates, not only on business directly competitive, but 
on traffic in territory remote from the water lines, 
is proven by admitted facts. 

As shown by the statement of M. C. Markham, 
traffic expert of the Missouri Pacific, river lines 
influence rates between New York and San Fran- 
cisco as well as between St. Louis and New Or- 
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leans. 
It is admitted that rates from St. Louis to New 
Orleans are higher than in 1897, when the Anchor 
Line withdrew from that trade. And grain rates 
from Kansas City to New York by rail will depend 
upon the rate from Kansas City te St. Louis, plus 
the low barge rate thence to New Orleans. 

There is no difference of opinion Gy this point 
among experts. It is hoped the President will con- 
sider this mode of rate regulation and use his great 
influence to procure the necessary legislation. 


If an increase in the salaries of members of the 
Municipal Assembly from $300 to $2400 a year 
would assure a high standard of capacity and char- 
acter in the members of the Assembly, the increase 
would be a~ bargain for the city.

The salary is not big enough to tempt high capacity 
or to restrain dishonest men from boodling.

| S the sense of smell excited by gases 





or particles? According to Dr. John 
Aitken, an English specialist, gas 
is the fundamental basis of the sense 
of smell. In experiments he first inves- 
tigated musk, of which it is possible to 
detect by smell a microscopic quantity 
inconcelvably minute, a fact well known 
to scientists, Dr. Aitken carried out 
his researches upon the cloudy conden- 
sation basis, according to which, if 
odors are attributable to particles, the 





| nuclei of cloudy condensa- 











tion in supersaturated air, 
make their presence visible. 


In the case of musk no such nuclei 
were detected, proving that musk does 
not give off solid particles, but evapo- 
rates as a gas Or vapor, and that it is 
gaseous particles from the musk that 
act on the sense of smell. Of 23 other 
odorous substances not one gave its 
perfume in solid particles, nothing but 
gases or vapors escaping from them. 


Dr. Aitken points out that the nostrils 
appear to substantiate this theory. The 
perfume of snuff, for instance, is a soft, 
velvety.

IN QUEER PLACES 


ALMAGEN, Roumania, pos- 
H sesses a unique public festival. 
It is a little town of about 1200 
inhabitants, and on the morning of its 
annual fair day the population from 
about 80 villages comes trooping in 
Swarms. Then there go out to meet 
them all the young women, married or 
Single, of Halmagen, each bearing a 
small flower garlanded vessel of wine, 
and ‘all attended by their godmothers. 
As the visitors approach the young 
women offer to each a taste of wine and 
a kiss. This strange custom is sup- 
posed to have its origin in the escape 
centuries ago of some Halmagen women 
after being carried'off by Turks. As 


they neared their own homes, their joy 


caused them to embrace every neighbor 
at sight. 

An interesting custom prevails among 
the nomad tribes of Persia. Before be- 
coming eligible for marriage every girl 
has to prove her skill by weaving two 
very fine rugs or saddle-bags. It is this 
class Of .work which is particularly 
prized in Europe and America. In 1904 
a law was re-enacted by the Persian 
Government by which the Customs De- 
partment was instructed to* seize and 
burn all carpets in the manufacture of 
which aniline dyes were used. A total 
cessation of exports resulted, and owing 
to the hardship inflicted by this decree 
the manufacturers were granted a& cer- 
tain period of grace in which to dispose 
of their stocks of carpets. 

Cannibalism has not yet been quite 
stamped out in British New Guinea, The 
natives have well-cultivated gardens, 
they occupy long-settled villages and 
their relations with Europeans are gen- 
erally harmonious. In each village one 
of the most influential chiefs is select- 
ed as village constable, given a uniform, 
a pair of handcuffs, a brass badge and 
$5 a year, and is kept under constay’* 
personal supervision by the six white 
magistrates.

STAGE NAMES. | 


HEN Julia Marlowe went upon 
W the stage she believed that 
her own name, Sarah Frost, 
was impossible. She chose the name of 
a favorite heroine, Julia, and added to 
it the surname of Christopher Marlowe. 
Maud Adams’ real name is Kiscadden. 
The family name of the Barrymores is 
Blythe. 

Maxine BElifott debated with herself 
lengthily whether to forsake the more 
commonplace Jessie McDermott, but 
selected one of the most individual and 
individually appropriate names on the 
American stage. Whatever the source, 
Virginia Harned has an excellent stage 
name, strong and lasting as a moun- 
tain pine. 

Edwin Arden, whose family name 
was Hubert Pendleton Smith, arrived 
logically at the conclusion that. led to 
the adoption of his professional name. 

“I argued that Smith was a bad name 
for an actor unless he was a great one, 
and I had no hope of that consumma- 
tion. Besides there was an old and ex- 
cellent theatrical family named Smith

SPAIN'S KING 10 


VISIT THE POPE 


Plans to Receive Him and His 
Bride at the Vatican After 
the Wedding. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 

ROME, Jan. 20.—Negotiations 
been pending for several weeks  be- 
tween the Vatican authorities and 
the Spanish Cabinet authorities for a 
visit of King Alphonso Spain and 
his bride to the Vatican, as Foon as the 
marriage of the Spanish sovereign has 
taken place. 

Bnormous difficulties were in the way. 
principal among which was the fact 
that since the occupation of Rome bs 
the Italians in i870, no Catholic sov- 
ereign was permitted by the Popes to 
come to Rome. In fact, Pius X himself 
issued a strong protest when last vear 
President Loubet of France visited 
Rome as a guest the Italian King, 
and positively refused to receive him at 
the Vatican 

It was. this determined action of the 
present Pope that brought about the 
rupture of the Vatican with the French | 
Government, which uicimateiy resulted 
in the separation of chureh and State. 

The Spanish church authorities w 
knew the conditions prevailing in Rome | 
hen they asked that the Pope allow 
young Spanish King to come and 
him a visit with his bride, but they 
to overcome all obstacles through 
co-operation of the Italian officials 
their scheme.

Erratic Alarm Clock Aroused 
St. John’s Sexton Three 
Hours Early. 











THOUGHT IT MASS TIME 





Began Ringing and Pastor, 
Half-Dressed Parishioners 
and Police Responded. 


The trouble was all due to the alarm 
clock, which was three hours aliead of 
time with its jangle. Frank Priskaszky, 
sexton of St. John of Nepomuk 
Church at Soulard and Eleventh 
streets, lives in the rear of 
the church. He has an alarm clock 
to awaken him at 4:30 in the morning. 
so that he can dress and be ready 
ring the church bell at 5 a. m. to call 
the worshipers to early mass. 


Sunday morning ne was. sleeping 
soundly when the alarm clock sounded. 
He jumped: cut of bed, rubbed his eyes 
and prepared to don his clothes. Then 
he looked at the ciock and the glance 
scared him. The time was_really 1:23, 
but Priskaszky's eyes were not fully 
open and he mistook the hands and be- 
lieved it to be 5:05. 

He believed that he was late, that the 
bell should have been rung five muin- 
utes before and he lost no time in jump- 
ing into his clothes. Then he ran across 
the churchyard, grabbed the  belirope 
and began pulling it with all his might. 

The unusurl noise awoke everyone in 
the neighborhood. Fathen Blaha, the 
pastor, who lives next door to ‘the 
church, .was aroused. He looked at his 
clock, saw the time and then dressed 
@nd hurried out to make an investiga- 
tion. He found Priskaszky tugging at 
the bell rope. The pastor asked what 
was the trouble and the sexton told him 
that he was merely ringing the bell as 
usual, 

The sexton could hardly believe it 
when told.that it was 130 a. m. and 
that he was more than’ three hours 
ahead of time.
